Dear Dave, 

I can recall a few of your lines in previous 
issues; self-deprecating comments about 
your lack of mechanical ability. Well, | have 
some mechanical ability ..... but this is 
my fourth attempt at writing this little ditty, 
and | am in rapidly increasing danger of 
running out of writing paper. It would ap- 
pear that my two little girls have been using 
my writing pad to make paper-airplanes 
again. | hope you'll re-write this darn thing; 
if so, regard me as owing you a mechanical 
favor of some sort or other. 

Many of the magazine’s readers are 
interested in wildcats. | told you about this 
one in a phone conversation some time last 


week ..... and in an ensuing weak mo- 
ment, | agreed to write you a letter on the 
specifics. 


This one is a hunter class wildcat. There 
are several hunter class wildcats wandering 
about the landscape in 6 MM configuration 
in the past few years. The majority of them 
are based either on an improved version of 
the .22-250 case, or an elongated 6 MM 
Remington BR; there are also a few 
shortened 6 MM Remington’s around. 

| am basically a .308 shooter in the hunter 
class. As such, I’ve been able to sit back 
and watch the goings-on with mild interest 
bs aie mild amusement ..... and mild 
curiosity. Finally the mild curiosity grew into 
curiosity ..... and from there it became a 
driving compulsion. Like so many before me 
in benchrest annals, | found myself wanting 
to design my own wildcat. | found myself 
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reading about Harold Broughton’s .30 
caliber wildcat, the .30 Aardvark, and 
wishing that | had beaten you to the name 
at least. 

Even though the Aardvark name appears 
to be tied up forever by the wretched 
combination of Broughton and the editor, | 
was determined to forge ahead..... and 
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in 6 MM caliber yet. 

My first attempt was really just wetting my 
toes in the water, | must admit. A .240 
Cobra, based on the .220 Swift case, blown 
out and necked up to 6 MM. Not really 
original, but as | said..... just wetting my 
toes. Didn’t take all that long for me to 
realize that | was dealing with too much 
powder capacity. The solution was obvious 
even to a troll..... shorten it. There is 
nothing quite like the experience of trying to 
work with good, hard, thick, swift brass. It’s 
really no problem ..... for a 500 pound 
gorilla, using a three foot cheater bar on the 
press handle. After a while ..... a very 
short while, as a matter of fact..... I gave 
up on the shortened Cobra. After FINALLY 
getting 20 good cases ..... hard ex- 
traction followed almost immediately. | sat 
around, licked my wounds, and felt sorry for 
myself for a while. 

After shaking off the depression, | moved 
to a more modern wildcat for hunter class, 
the 6x44...... or whatever they call the 
darn thing. | should have checked exactly 
what was needed before | plunged into the 
project. As | recall (and | don’t like to think 
back to this stage of my life, really), there 
were three forming dies, a neck reaming die 
bivodiny then one went to a full length size, fire 
formed, and turned the necks. Somehow | 
think that I’ve forgotten a half dozen other 
dies..... three or four at the least. When 
the UPS fellow delivered the necessary 
equipment for case forming... .. I seem to 
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recall that he had to use a hand-truck, and 
make two trips. Maybe my memory is faulty, 
though..... maybe it was three trips. Well, 
once again | finally got twenty good cases 
pana the gun shot very well, but after a 
couple of firings we had to bring the 500 
pound gorilla back..... to open the bolt 
handle. | retired that project, and sat 
around, licked my wounds, and felt sorry for 
myself for a while. And kicked the sixteen 
forming dies around the floor of my shop 
. . that made me feel a bit better... .. but 
not much. 

After shaking off depression #2, | re- 
solved to give it one more try. But this time 
| was not going to rush into it; | was going 
to sit down, and spell out the characteristics 
that the wildcat had to have before | put my 
time, money and effort into project #3. | 
came up with four standards: 

1. No special forming dies would be 

needed. 

2. Quality brass would be readily 
available. 

3. There would be none of this nonsense 
of forming the shoulder out of thick 
case walls, which causes hard ex- 
traction, as well as hard opening and 
closing of the bolt. 

4. It would not be just another 
hackneyed version of an existing 
wildcat. 

That was some task, but at least | knew 
where | was going. | dragged out every gun 
magazine, every gun book in the house, and 
spent hours going through them. 

Eventually ..... came the day. Thou- 
sands gathered around my house, drawn 
by the white smoke coming out of the 


chimney. | came out on the balcony, spread — 


my arms, and announced to the suddenly 
quiet multitude ..... “we have a new 
wildcat’. The crowd went bonkers. 

Sorry..... guess | got carried away for 
a moment there. But | had indeed found 
what | was looking for ..... and why we 
haven't used this case before is beyond me. 
I’m talking about the 6.5 Carcano. It has a 
lot of things going for it..... it has the 
same head size as the PPC, the brass 
(made by Norma) is relatively thin, and 
about all that has to be done with the case 
is to reduce its capacity by a few grains of 
water. 

limmediately got Hugh Henricksen on the 
phone, gave him the specs, and began the 
long wait for the reamers to arrive. Finally, 
after what seemed like and eternity, U.P.S. 
delivered them. 

After muddling about through a pile of 
barrels that | have in one of my bench 
drawers at home (my wife thinks that they 
belong to all my friends..... | have no idea 
hou she got that idea), |. found a 6 MM 
McMillan hunter taper barrel. After having 
it chambered with the new reamers, all | had 
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to do was form a few cases, and that was 
really no problem at all. One simply takes 
his full-length 6 PPC sizing die, run the case 
in until the die just touches the shoulder, 
then turn the die in another .100, turn the 
neck, and you are in business. A 6 MM 
S.G.H. (Speedy Gonzalez hunter) all you 
have to do now is to make an extension for 
your 6 PPC bulklet seater, and sizing die (if 
you use one). 

| loaded one case with my own 73.5 grain 
bullets, with H 4895 powder, and kept 
increasing the load to the point where | 
finally blew a primer, and neither case 
extraction nor bolt left ever did get tight. 

| personally feel that in these days of ever 
increasing costs, the average shooter has 
to find some ways to keep the old costs 
down. If a shooter has a custom bolt, such 
as the Burns, in his PPC based XP-100 or 
40x, he can use that same bolt in his hunter 
rifle, even if it is a 600, 700 or model 7. He 
can also use the same PPC bullet seater 
neck sizer. All that is needed is a spacer 
.475 long. 

Dave, I’m sending you a sample 6 MM 
S.G.H. case along with a 6x44 for com- 
parison. Also a few targets shot with my 
hunter rifle, but with a 36 power Leupold 
topside for the testing. The load used was 


ttm, ME tee, em, 


37.0 grains of H 4895, and my 73.5 grain 
bullets. I’m also enclosing the spec sheet 
from Henricksen.

(Editor: Speedy, it looks as though you have 
possibly really uncovered a fresh new area 
of experimentation with the 6.5 Carcano 
case. My only regret is that you did not do 
as Harold Broughton did, and call me when 
you were casting about for a name for the 
wildcat.

Speedy, you should have a name for this 
little rascal that would have stuck in 
shooter’s minds. A name that conjectured 
up images of strength ....... courage 
ite are and ferocity. 

| wish you had called me, Speedy. With 
your research and innovation, and my 
naming ability ..... the 6 MM GUPPY 
could have gone far....... If someone 
had ‘‘improved”’ it, it could have been the 
“Super Guppy’’. If someone had reduced 
the powder capacity, it could have been the 
“Little Guppy’’. If someone had necked it 
up, it could have been the ‘‘Bigmouth 
Guppy’’. Next time, call me, Speedy).

If the reader has gone beyond the title, 
| guess that | should first comment that | use 
the words ‘‘con artists” with great affection 
when | refer to benchrest shooters. 

During the late 1950’s | was assigned to 
the U.S Air Force Marksmanship School, in 
charge of the rifle gunsmith section. At that 
general point in time all units of the military 
had marksmanship sections that were 
diligently striving to improve the accuracy of 
their weapons.

Dr. Sam Nadler offered 
to take care of my aches and pains, but he 
expressed the opinion that | should seek 
other medical attention, since he had no 
medical background in dealing with mental 
cases. 

| went through the three days without 
shooting myself, or anyone else. | even won 
the three shot cold barrel match (because 
| had the score book for that rifle, with every 
shot diagramed, as to where it had struck, 
that had ever been fired through it). But 
after that, things definitely went down hill. 

| left the match with a great deal of re- 
spect for benchrest shooters, and a lot of 
new information on rifle accuracy, due to 
unselfish sharing of knowledge and years of 
experimenting. | also left with a desire to 
compete in this fascinating sport, and 
became active in the benchrest game. The 
next 14-15 years were the best | ever had 
in benchrest competition, and very re- 
warding in friendship. 

| have not shot in a match in 13 years, 
but will be back shooting this year. | do not 
expect to give too many shooters a tussle 
over the trophies ..... but the renewal of 
many old friendships, and making of new 
ones will be rewarding enough. 

| have used the same plan to convert 
many others to the sport. It’s an old con 
game..... but it still works.

O’Connor Rifle Products Co. offer a 
cartridge case which is made up of a 
Stainless steel head and a replaceable 
straight-sided virgin brass body. The steel 
head and brass body are threaded together 
to form the complete assembly. Two sizes 
are currently available in 30-06 and the 
7mm Remington Mag head sizes and in 
addition, the tooling is in process for the 
PPC case. 

This case design is for those who wish 
to work at the upper levels of reloading 
manual pressures and loads. It offers also 
to those who wish to design and form new 
cartridges a basic case which allows re-

placing the cartridge brass body while using 
the steel head over and over again. 
O’Connor Rifle Products offer loading data 
for the 30-06 cartridge which they have 
developed. 

This case design should be used only in 
bolt actions. The handloader should be 
experienced in advanced handloading with 
a full understanding of pressures and those 
factors which effect pressures. This writer 
does not recommend loading above those 
pressure levels published in the up to date 
reloading manuals currently available. In 
addition, some experience in case forming 
is required if properly formed and useful 
cases are to be formed. 

The steelhead case is made up of a 
stainless steel head .350” long with a large 
primer pocket and a flash hole of .070”. The 
brass body is 2.500” long which is long 
enough for any case desired. The brass wall 
at the neck is .011” thick and we found a 
runout error of .001” in the neck area before 
forming. 

After reading the instructions which 
O'Connor sent with the case components 
a set of .308 Winchester cases were 
formed. The instructions are complete and 
if followed closely will cover most case 
forming. Cases with sharp shoulders or 
major case body reduction will require a 
number of forming dies as with factory 


Camelot 


cases. The .308 Winchester cases were 
formed without trouble with a set of RCBS 
steel reloading dies. Past experience in 
case forming for wildcat cartridges was 
helpful. Small base dies should not be used 
as these dies will seize on the steelheads. 
With proper lube selection during forming 
there will be no harm done to the reloading 
dies. 

As with any type of major case forming, 
annealing of the brass body is the first 
required step. The instruction sheet from 
O’Connor was found to be well done in 
these area and for the best results, these 
instructions should be fully understood 
before starting the annealing. 

Next, the brass body should be cut off to — 
the desired case length after forming. This 
was done with a wooden dowel pushed 
inside the case body, the dowel held in a 
vice and the case cut off with a fine cut metal 
saw, a jeweler hacksaw in this case. The 
cut should be made so that the body will be 
long enough after the shoulder is formed. 
The inside and outside of the neck area 
should be well deburred. 

The steel head and case body are now 
assembled. O’Conner recommends using 
Lock-Nut (by the Permatex Co.) on the 
brass threads to lock the heads to the brass 
body. The head and brass body can be 
taken apart at any time later with little effort.

Case forming can now be started. 

The seating stem assembly is removed 
from the seating die. Proper case lubrication 
is important for good case forming. Toolittle 
and major force is required; too much and 
oil wrinkles will form. Fred Huntington’s 
Tool and Die Lubricant was used until the 
steel body started into the die during 
forming at which time STP was applied to 
the steel head for smooth operation and 
lower pressures. Two presses were tried 
during forming, the Bonanza B-1 press and 
the Wichita Precision Tool Co. hydraulic. 
Both presses did the job with ease. Initial 
forming was done in four stages, the case 
lubricated between each step. 

The full length sizing die was then used 
with the deprimer pin and assembly 
removed from the die. Again, final forming 
was done in four stages with lubrication 
added between stages. 

The case was then trimmed to recom- 
mended length. It was found that the neck 
area of the formed case was .017” thick. 
The necks were turned to a uniform .013”. 
Formed cases were cleaned of all lubri- 
cation. The case was loaded with a normal 
load. It was found that case capacity was 
somewhat less than found with factory 
virgin brass and the load was reduced 
accordingly. 

Fire forming produced a perfect case. 
Maximum loads taken from reloading 
manuals were then tried with neck sizing 
only between firings. After five such firings 
of each case there was no hard extraction 
or signs of high pressures other than primer 
cratering which was expected. The rifle, a 
Remington Mode 700, has a rather tight 
chamber and does not produce much case 
bulge with any case. 

There is one additional concern which 
comes to mind. The Remington type ex- 
tractor seems to handle the steelhead very 
well. However, some extractor designs 
could possibly produce wear on the bolt 
extractor to a point that positive extraction 
might become a problem. 

There is that rifle chamber that will be 
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found to be at or below minimum and this 
may result in a very tight fit for the steel- 
head. If this should be experienced, return 
the steelhead to O’Connor Rifle and they 
will take care of the problem. They advise 
that this has been a very rare situation to 
date. 

The photos may print in such a matter 
that the virgin brass shows it is rough 
finished. Such is not the case. The brass is 
smooth as a baby’s bottom, made in the 
U.S. by a major ammunition manufacturer. 
It is properly annealed for the purpose. It 
should not be necessary to further anneal 
for cases such as 30-06, .308, etc. If the 
shoulder is to be pushed well down the body 
(RBR) or the body greatly reduced an- 
nealing will probably be required as with any 
case. All heat should be held to the upper 
¥a of the brass body and the lower % kept 
cool. 

The Steelheads are for the experienced 
handloader with a full understanding of 
case forming and pressure factors. The 
Steelheads in .308 were found to have eight

grains less capacity than a Remington 
factory .308 case of the same length.

Doc Vosburgh 


Editor’s preface: Knowing that Doc 
Vosburgh, out in Washington, was looking 
for either a steel Polar action by Stolle, or 
an unlimited class Weber action, | recently 
dropped him a line, telling him where | 
understood that one of each of these ac- 
tions were for sale. Doc responded with a 
letter of his own. Frequently, such ‘‘gossip”’ 
letters about our world of benchrest are 
more interesiing than pre-calculated ar- 
ticles. An interesting letter is a treasure... . 
so I'll share this one. If you haven’t received 
any interesting letters recently, well, pull up 
achair....get comfortable. . . . and enjoy 
this one with me. We can’t have our readers 
unhappy . . . . - that they do not receive any 
interesting mail. 


Dear Dave, 

Kind, thoughtful and considerate—those 
words surely describe your desire to help 
me locate a rifle action suitable such as the 
largest Weber and a steel Stolle Polar. 

Siebert called me to find out if anyone had 
contacted me as a result of the ad and made 
it known that they had a varmint class 
Weber for sale! Hell, | didn’t know that he 
made such an action. But it seems that 
Wally, Manley Oakley and Andy Gilfallon all 
own and use such an action. | shot right 
beside them and never noticed. But they are 
approximately the same size as a 40X. | do 
not know what their redeeming char- 
acteristics are, but Wally had a friend who 
wanted one and he was only trying to help 
him find one. 

So far | have not been successful in 
locating the desired action, but | follow 
every lead, one of which has led to the 
location of a Stolle Grizzly Rifle made by 
Ralph. It is in 22 1/2 or 22/45 or something 
like that and it is supposedly in pristine 
condition. The owner keeps telling me he 
will send me pictures of it, but | am getting 
a little tired of waiting on them. Also my 
phone bill reflects the added cost. But the 
asking price of the piece is reasonable, and 
even though it is not exactly what | wanted, 
compromise is sometimes warranted. 

Only last year at the Nationals in Texas, 
Jim Folwell, our newly elected director, 
bought a complete Weber with two barrels 
at a reasonable price. It also had been well 
taken care of and protected. Unfortunately 
Jim was unable to make it shoot because 
he was having bad days or the thing was 
shot out. But | have learned that almost any 
benchrest vehicle for sale is either shot out 
or never shot well to start with. 

(Editor: This is both correct, and wrong, 
at the same time. | have purchased used 
benchrest rifles that had an interesting 
action, or some other item of appeal, 


brought them to Seely Masker, and (to 
borrow Dick Maretzo’s phrase), simply said 
“fix it’. A new barrel goes on, and the rifle 
may, or may not be re-bedded. If it’s a 
‘historical’ gun that | want to be made to 
shoot, Seely uses his column-bedding al- 
luminum pillars, while retaining the wood 
stock that was characteristic of that rifle’s 
era. A used benchrest rifle, in the 
$500-$600 price range can still be a decent 
buy. . . . but plan on bringing it to a top level 
benchrest gunsmith, and saying ‘‘fix it’’. If 
you're paying in the $800-$900 range, the 
darn gun should shoot decently at the start. 
Having a good gunsmith consider you as 
one of ‘“‘his’” shooters is a big plus). 

Dave | would like to explain that | am not 
a collector of bench rest actions, even 
though | think | have owned just about every 
make of the contemporary variety. And | 
can’t really state which of the lot I liked best. 
They all do the job. A good barrel, good 
bedding, and good bullets seem to be most 
important. 

This season was my first experience with 
the NBRSA class Unlimited. It occurred to 
me that | had missed a lot by delaying entry 
into this class of shooting. My own rifle is 
an obese monstrosity placed on top of one 
of Bill Hall’s launching platforms. It works 
extremely well, expecially at 200 and 300 
yards. Once on target a shooter is free to 
concentrate entirely on the weather without 
all that bother of holding the piece on target. 
An enjoyable experience, one that charged 
me up again. . . .and when | find something 
| like | usually end up with two of them, you 
know, sort of a parallel back-up system. 
Hence my search for another large action 
to have a reliable standby, etc., in case a 
firing pin breaks or a trigger will not hold, 
etc. 

Since | have been possessed with the 
burning desire to locate the back-up action, 
| have been attending all sorts of gun shows 
in hopes of finding something. But so far 
nothing but the usual junk. Last Sunday, 
10/28/84, at a Portland show | ran into Jack 
Slack, vice pres. at Leupold, and chatted 
briefly with him. He is a collector of fine 
specimens of a different sort. During the 
visit | told him how well pleased | was with 
the two 30X of latest manufacture and that 
benchresters were grateful that Leupold 
cared enough to provide such optics. He 
mentioned that Leupold was coming out 
with a variable 20X to 45X and | knew that 
| had picked up a morsel. You might mention 
this fact to your New Products Corre- 
spondent to follow up on. | am sure many 
shooters would get a little excited over this 
news. 

If lam successful in buying the Grizzly rifle 
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mentioned above and it turns out to be as 
“pretty’’ as | am led to believe, | will take 
a picture of it and send it along. It might just 
be a twin to the piece you bought. Also will 
include a shot of the big moose that sort of 
revived my interest in benchrest activity. 

In case you have occasion to write me 
again, please tell me the make of the action 
Don Geraci is pictured with on page 34 of 
the January, 1984 issue of PS. It looks a lot 
like a Weber but Harwood tells me it isn’t. 

(Editor: Doc, that is an original (steel) 
unlimited class Shilen action. Only eight or 
nine of them were ever made... . . but they 
are beautiful creations). 

It was noted with great excitement that 
Walt Berger is going to make 65-68 grain 
.224 bullets. This opens up a whole new 
world to play with. Can you imagine what 
this will do for the 22 PPC? The forced 
vortex effect encountered when a full 
charge is used with the usual 52 grain bullet 
will go away. The long, heavier bullet will 
leave the muzzle sound asleep and with the 
correct twist who knows, .125” aggregates 
will loom ever closer! 

In the January-February 1973 issue of 
Rifle Magazine there was an article written 
by Warren Page, ‘‘The Bigger The 
Cartridge’, a reprint from the 1968 22 
Edition of The Gun Digest. The author used 
graphs obtained from Remington, one on 
Optimum Rifling Twist Table and the other 
Average Group Size. Perhaps it would be 
timely to publish the curves again in view of 
the new .224 bullets that might be forth- 
coming and the expected shortage of 220 
Russian Sako brass. 

Others sensing that Sako brass quite 
possibly will soon be unavailable, have 
turned to making cases from other existing 
brass. But the one thing that struck me 
vividly was that in all instances, the capacity 
of the new cases, general dimensions, etc. 
are very nearly that of the PPC. Perhaps all 
this suggests that we have very nearly 
arrived at the optimum case configuration. 
The PPC has dominated the shooting for 
several years and almost completely wrote 
finis for the 6 X 47. What a great opportunity 
for Remington to right the great wrong they 
did us with the 6BR. The stuck it to us with 
that one. The experience was so traumatic 
that any other ‘‘do it yourself’’ cartridge will 
never be considered again. 

| never understood why Remington didn’t 
make the case available in ready to use 
form. Admittedly it was a couple or three 
grains too big, but reasonable. Was PPC 
too well establlished when 6BR showed 
up? There were many rumors about that 
the case would be available soon, but it 
never was. | pity those poor slobs who 
shoot 7BR having to go to all the added 
expense of buying forming dies, being 
plagued with the ever present case pro- 
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blems, etc. Did Remington have the 
technical capability to produce this case in 
usable form? | doubt if we will ever know, 
but that fiasco cost Remington a lot of loyal 
supporters. Remington do not desert us 
now in this hour of need. Do not become a 
forgotten arms company like another 
company that once make a Pre 64 Model 
70. Respond to consumer demand! Arise! 
Let the epilogue to BR be the forthcoming 
OAC (optimum accuracy case). 

Dave, when you have completed your 
collection of bench rest actions, etc. do you 
plan to photograph them, give a brief 
history, and perhaps publish the work for 


followers of the sport to enjoy? 

(Editor: It is highly unlikey that they would 
let me start a project of this magnitude in 
the County Poor House). 

Should | stumble into information or items 
of interest to the sport, | will report them to 
you. 

Keep an ear to the ground and should you 
hear a sound like a Big Weber or Steel Stolle 
Polar reprot to me and I'll take it from there. 

(Editor: This sounds to me like a take off 
on the old classic joke line. . . . that tocatch 
arabbit, the best approach is to hide behind 
abush....and make noises like a carrot).

a .2838, was second at 200 yards, had the 
small group of .329, and won the grand. The 
200 yard target was range measured at 
.329, but when | got home | kept looking at 
the darn thing and thinking that it looked 
smaller than that. So | re-measured it six 
ways from Sunday, and it kept turning up 
with a .300 measurement, which is really 
close to the .298 record of Melvin Miller that 
dates back to 1968. | shot the original 
Coyote cartridge, the same as the rifle | built 
for you on the Meyer action. Oh well, 
enough of the backround as to why you 
haven't heard from me in a while. 

Your .30 Aardvark is coming along. You 
wanted a flat bottomed action for the 
greater recoil force of the .30 caliber.

firing the same weight bullet as is commonly 
used in 6 MM caliber . . . . and with a bullet 
of considerably greater sectional density. 
| have a heavy varmint .30 caliber barrel 
here in the shop which I'll chamber up pretty 
soon for the .30 Aardvark, and put it on my 
sporter, and work up some loads when | 
have the opportunity. I’m also going to put 
a 1.450 on my unrestricted gun, a Bill Hall 
rail gun, in .30 Aardvark chambering as 
soon as | can get a barrel. | handle the 
varmint guns so poorly these days that the 
unlimited gun is the only way that | can be 
sure that there is no bad gun handling 
involved when | am working up loads. 

I’m really looking forward to experi- 
menting with both the .22 and .30 wildcats. 
| intended to get together with Walt Berger 
when | was going through Phoenix, but 
unfortunately he was off on the European 
tour. Hope it won't be too long we can get 
some long jackets for the .22’s. | don’t have 
time to spare these days to make bullets 
anymore, but will make some heavy .22’s 
myself if | have to, when the jackets become 
available. I’m going to contact Walt, and see 
what the latest word is. 

Gonna have to get back in the old working 
groove, and get some things done.

About five years ago | started exploring 
the possibilities of finding a case that would 
match the PPC, in case capacity, and in 
accuracy. It all started about the time of the 
last PPC case shortage problem 

My first choice was the .220 Swift case, 
mainly because of it having the same base 
diameter as the PPC (.442). However this 
soon turned into a deadend, as initial testing 
revealed the same problem as had plagued 
the Remington BR case, primarily hard bolt 
closing and extraction, after only a few 
firings. 

| turned next to the .225 Winchester case. 
A reamer was ordered from Hugh Hen- 
riksen. | made one change, that being a 
decision to go with a 30 degree shoulder 
angle, as | wanted to use .219 Donaldson 
Wasp form dies to make the cases. 

In chambering for this Wildcat, .219 Don 
head space gauges are used, so what we 
have here is a 6x.219 Don. In all fairness to 
Harvey, I’m calling it the 6 SM Wasp. 

The forming of cases goes like this, using 
RCBS dies:

Regretably | have not had much time of 
my own with this case, but my good friend 
Tom Svack, being somewhat of a gambler 
at heart, had me do a heavy varmint rifle for 
him on a Remington 40x action, with a Hart 
barrel. Since then, at 100 yards he has shot 
a .290 ten shot group with it at the Pine Tree 
range, which was good for small group 
honors that day in the heavy bench class 
(keep in mind this was with a heavy varmint 
class rifle). He also shot a .270 agg in heavy 
varmint class that year at Johnstown. In the 
press of the competition, Tom had lost track 
of how many shots he had fired on his last 
record target, and ‘‘better safe than sorry’, 
he fired another one (naturally it turned out 
to be his sixth shot) which opened his last 
group over a bullet hole. Without that sixth

shot, his agg would have been in the .230 
range. 

At this point, feeling guilty about letting 
Tom do all the work, and also have all the 
fun (Editor’s translation: | just wanted to see 
if the darn thing was going to blow up or not, 
and | figured the loss of my head would be 
a real blow to the world’s store of 
knowledge), | have decided to get into the 
act myself (Editor: now that | can see that 
Tom is still alive). 

| have ordered a .308 face bolt for my 
Wichita action heavy varmint rig, and will 
start out with an Atkinson heavy varmint 
barrel that I’ve had aging in my wine cellar. 
I'll report later, as time and testing permit. 

Tom tells me that the best load that he 
has found to date has been 30 grains of 
Winchester 748 powder with Euber 68 grain 
boat-tail bullets and Federal 210 primers. 

No loads have been chronographed to 
date, but I’ll try to enlist the help of a friend 
who has one. (Editor: Richard, were you 
foolish enough to tell Seely about your new 
chronograph’). 

My thanks to Tom Svack, who has 
broken the inital ground for me (Editor: and 
who, surprisingly, is still alive). 

Dave, you have a sample case. Compare 
it with the .219 Donaldson Wasp case. 
Neck length and neck diameter will be the 
difference, along with overall length ..... 
the .219 Don is 1.750, and the 6 SM Wasp 
is 1.710.

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Removing a 
Stuck Round 


Dear Dave, 

| noticed the recent discussions on the 
difficulties, as well as the degree of hazard, 
in attempting to remove a loaded round that 
is stuck in the rifle chamber. 

| once had a live round stuck in my 
chamber that was stuck about as solidly as 
the one that Seely Masker was describing 
in his article. The thing was stuck in there 
so tightly that one began to suspect that it 
had become part of the barrel, by some 
mysterous metallurigal process that was 
engineered by Merlin the Magician. 

After a period of reflecting on various 
possible ways to get the little stinker out of 
there, | went out to the garage, and returned 
to my shop with a lever-type grease gun. | 
fastened a short length of garden hose over 
the muzzle of the barrel, and fastened the 
other end to the grease gun. Auto type hose 
clamps were used to hold the hose on to 
both connections. 

| then commenced to start pumping the 
grease out of the grease gun, and down the 
barrel. When the grease makes contact, a 
few vigorous squeezes on the handle, and 
out pops the live round. 

It’s a bit messy to clean up afterwards, 
but it works, and | think that it is a lot safer 
than messing around at the primer end. 

Thanks for a great magazine, and hope 
you have a better year in shooting (Editor: 
Do you have any particular year in mind?).

Knowing your interest in Wildcats, | 
thought you might be interested in this one. 

Randy Fritz, from the Mainville Sports- 
mans Club has developed a new Hunter 
class cartridge that meets the original re- 
quirements of 45 grains of water capacity. 
It is a .270x45, made on a shortened .250 
Savage case. Randy chambered it in a 1 in 
12 twist Atkinson barrel, on a Remington 
700 action. With a Lyman 6x scope and 
fiberglass stock attached, the gun is very 
promising. Unfortunately no custom .270 
bullets are made at the present time, but 
Randy has had good results with Sierra 90 
grain hollow points, using 39.0 grains of 
Wincherster 748 powder, and Federal .210 
primers. His smallest group in testing was 
.123, and the largest a .385 with that load. 
He had also had good results with 100 grain 
Speer hollow points and 100 grain Sierra 
spitzers. 

Randy first shot his creation in the New 
Jersey State Hunter 100-200-300 yard 
championships last August 25-26th. He 
won the 100 yard stage, as well as the 200 
yard stage, and only heavy mirage at 300 
yards, making bullet holes just about im- 
possible to see, kept him from winning the 
grand. He had two groups form off the mark 
because he couldn't see any holes at all No 
chronograph data yet, but he intends to do 
that in the near future. 

(Editor: the cartridge sounds interesting, 
but it’s never going to get anywhere with a 
plain-vanilla name like the .270x45, for 
Pete’s sake. Ever since | named Harold 


Broughton’s new Wildcat the .30 Aardvark, 
look what’s happened to Harold ....

Dear Dave, 

| noted your comments, in a recent 
editorial, about building a rifle to use heavy 
.22 caliber bullets. | thought that you might 
be interested in hearing what I’ve been 
doing with the 69 grain Sierra bullets. 

My good friend, and frequent customer, 
Lee Andrews, prodded me into this project 
with the results that he has been getting 
using these bullets in a modified Swift case. 

Lee is the type of shooter that never 
starts or finishes a project without doing 
extensive testing, both at the range and on 
paper..... so when he tells you that he 
is impressed with something, you darn well 
had better look into it. 

| ordered a ten inch twist barrel from Jerry 
Hart, and fit it to my sporter rifle, chambered 
itto .22 PPC, and made it twenty two inches 
long, which allowed it to slip in under the ten 
and a half pound weight limit. 

This was done just prior to the '84 
NBRSA Nationals, and what little shooting 
| did with the rifle, before going to the 
Nationals, was done with ‘‘out of the box”’ 
bullets, and only at 100 yards. 

| was not satisfied with the results that | 
was obtaining. It seemed as if | would have 
three or four shots in the low twos, and then 
ise < bammo ..... here came the group 
opener..... up to the big threes or even 
a .400 group. 

| suspected that the problem was in the 
bullets ..... so | started sorting them by 
measuring from the base to the major 
diameter of the ogive. 

The length variations were considerable, 
so | sorted the bullets into lots, thinking that 
this might help. | remembered having to do 
this with the 70 grain 6 MM Sierra bullets 
when they first came out, back in “older 
days’’. Seemed to work there, so | figured 
that it would be worth a try. 

| didn’t get a chance to shoot the set up 


with selected bullets until the evening be- 
fore the 200 yard stage of the heavy varmint 
class at the NBRSA Nationals. At that | had 
time for only a couple of groups at 200 
yards, but the two groups were .500 or 
better. 

| had just fired a 100 yard agg of .352, 
so | figured..... what the hell, let’s try it 
5 eee can’t hurt myself worse than I’ve 
already done. 

The results at 200 yards were impres- 
sive. Had it not been for one confounded 
.800 group, | would have finished with an 
agg in the twos. But even at that, it picked 
me up by my bootstraps, and back into the 
top 20 for the three gun agg. 

T.J. Jackson was kind enough to 
chronograph the load that | shot, which was 
using 4895, powder, and the velocity was 
running 3165 F.P.S. quite respectable in my 
opinion. 

| do not feel that the factory bullets are 
quite up to the top grade custom made 
bullets, so | put the barrel back on the shelf 
until something better comes along. 

| have also been “playing” with a nine 
inch twist .22-250, using the same bullet, 
and the results here have also been 
excellent. We’ve been turning up 
3500-3600 f.p.s., with .300 average groups 
at 100 yards being the norm, if one uses 


In my opinion the heavy bullet makes the 
.22-250 a more consistent performing 
cartridge, and would likely bring it to the 
point where it could out-shoot the larger 
bore varmint cartridges (read:6MM 
longer ranges. 
idea of the heavy .22 caliber 
bullets, and as soon as Walt and or Les give 
up their afternoon naps and produce some 
good custom ones we might well 
have a new “‘toy”’ to play with.

anatomy that | sit on, was also discussed. 

Once we got the threats of grave bodily 
harm out of the way (just an amateur effort, 
compared to some of the letters that | get 
from Texas and Louisiana), we got down to 
the good stuff). 
_  “Thave been photographing my ongoing 

rifle building projects. | may be mistaken, 
but | do not believe that | have seen any 
photos of the lathe set ups for reworking the 
Remington action, and described so well by 
writers such as Dale Hutcherson or Geo. 
Fullmer. These photos are strictly for the 
amateur, or beginner, such as myself. But 
they are interesting, for the ideas involved 
seem easier to understand when you see 
the photos. | believe that the basic ideas 
and principals can be set up in simple steps: 

First, fit a true mandrel to the inside of the 
action. True up the outside, and face the 
action. Next, true the inside, chase and

re-thread it, and true up the lug recess 
faces. | use my own interpretation, omitting 
the split ring, but when you blue the lugs, 
they bear quite evenly, the barrel thread 
also bears evenly, and will be checked by 
bluing. My threads don’t fit as smoothly as 
George Fullmer threads, but with another 
decade of practice, | should be getting 
closer. Ah yes, a small hint: it occurs to me 
that a trial barrel stub could be fit to the 
oversize receiver, then PD (three wires) 
used to measure it, and get the feel of 
working to such tolerances; the art of 
measuring to really close tolerances is a real 
problem for the amateur, to me at least. 
Finally, true the bolt lugs, and face it 
concentric to the bore. That’s all there is to 
it, really.

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A Few Thoughts On Differences 
In Seating Depth 


by 


Geo. M. Fullmer 


Over the past few months I’ve been 
following the replies of many of our sport’s 
top shooters, who have been asked about 
their preference in bullet seating depth. The 
answers have certainly varied all over the 
landscape, and yet each has found success 
with his own method ..... thereby con- 
firming that there is no hard and fast answer 
to the question. 

I've had a few thoughts on the subject, 
not from a shooter’s view of things. If you 
don’t agree, don’t get excited..... I’m not 
presenting these thoughts as dogma on the 
subject, or the final word on things. But the 
thoughts sure as heck have intrigued me. 

How come that no one is checking bullet 
throats on these rifles? 

If one takes one of his reamers, and using 
an applicable center drill, cleans out the 
ends, installs one of his pilots, puts the 
reamer between centers... .. tightly... .. 
and mounts a good dial indicator at one end 
of the pilot (1 use a B&S .00005 indicator 
myself, but then this shop has always gone

ceptably)..... Then, opposite the pointer, 
contact with your finger and push ever so 
slightly against it. If this is read on a Sunday. 
| would not be surprised if a large number 
of reamer makers had boxes containing 
their pilots beginning to arrive oh, 
about Tuesday or Wednesday. 

In making pilots, usually common drill rod 
is used. They are held in a chuck, collet, or 
whatever convenient means the maker has 
athand..... I’ve had a few come through 
here that I can only theorize that the reamer 
maker tried holding them in his left hand for 
the procedure. The end is faced off, an 
undersize drill is runin..... and here is 
where the apple butter hits the fan. A drill, 
particularly one that is roughly centered, 
does not run in straight rather it 
wobbles around a bit sometimes 
more than a bit. So one end of your pilot is 
very fat in its basic hole. A reamer, usually 
a commercial one, is next run it to bring the 
hole to just under size. However this does 
not clean up the out of size and often 
egg-shaped hole. So we have a tapered

hole in our pilot this often to the 
amount of .00005 or more. 

Then the pilots are hardened, and 
USUALLY honed with a Sunnan hone. Here 
the hole is governed by the expertese of the 
operator rather than the quality of the hone 
or machine. However unless an extremely 
large, indeed excessive, amount is honed 
out, we still have a tapered hole. 

In Bob Wallack’s book, ‘‘Modern 
Accuracy’’, he suggested that we fit a pilot 
closely, and then go down .0003 so the pilot 
did not gall in the barrel. We followed that 
advice for many years. Lately we have been 
using a long rod that will hold a pilot, 
pushing the pilot in for five or six inches, 
using as close a fit as we can. The pilot is 


then lubricated with molebdinum disulphide _ 


lubricant as thoroughly as we feel is 
needed. Our shops pilots have been 
thoroughly gone over, and replaced where 
needed. 

Okay, you say that your tooling is tops, 
and you still have a chamber that is off a 
true line with the bore. Sometime ago | 
acquired one of those power bandsaws that 
are quite inexpensive these days. After 
working it over for a day and a half, | got 
it to the point where it cut APPROX-

FORE you run the center in it’. Bells of 
Peluvia, if the end is not square..... no 
matter how close the pilotis..... one side 


has to cut more than the other side. This 
will start you off with a crooked barrel stub, 
chamber out of line, and any number of 
assorted unpleasantries..... maybe even 
crooked dentures, for all | know. 

It would SEEM, to the uniniated, that 
when the bullet seat is over aninch from the 
start of the barrel, and if you have a close 
fitting pilot in the barrel, then this pilot will 
tend to straighten out your reamer ..... 
this is not so! 

The flutes of chambering reamers are not 
spaced evenly, and they have no flute on 
center, so any pilot tending to push a 
reamer sideways would have the contact of 
the cutting flute several thousandths ahead 
of the edge, or several thousandths behind 
Bees «x all of which makes a reamer work 
extremely hard. 

We have reworked a number of factory 
barrels that had their chambers off center. 
Here we use the closest pilot that we can 
get in. Usually we do not have much more 
than the chamber throat we can take out 
before we run out of barrel swell. One barrel 
recently had rifling that came back to the 
case on one side, and was way down below 
groove size for quite a distance on the 
other. The pilot pushed the reamer over, 
and SLIGHTLY straightened the chamber; 
however in the borescope the out-of- 
alignment was obvious. This rifle, and ALL 
OTHERS with this problem shot better with 
a 1/16 inch jump.

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At this point in time, we very strongly feel 
that if a rifle barrel has the chamber out of 
line, or if the barrel shoots best only with a 
large amount of jump, .060 or more, if it is 
possible, it is better to cut the entire 
chamber out, re-center, and do the job over. 
Tous, if the shooter has a cocked chamber, 
no matter how straight his ammo is loaded, 
he has only one half of the wi 3. 
package working. 

Now somebody is going to pop up: “Out 
there in the boondocks, and relate that Joe 
Blow shot a record with just such a gun. 
Chambers have been seen in here that have 
been in excess of .004 out of line, by ac- 
curacy gunsmiths. | know that the excess 
was over .004, as the rifling on the Hart 
barrel was gone on one side. | add that the 
gun was not chambered by the Harts. 

Reports from rifles provided by this shop 
to our shooters seem to point to a light 
contact with the ogive giving optimum 
results. Bullets, be they factory or custom, 
should be measured from the base to the 
ogive. 

If you are rechambering a factory barrel, 
and the reamer starts to cut hard, or even 
scream, look for a chamber that is out of 
line. It won't be the first one in firearms 
history.

| was recently re-reading the Mike Walker 
interview in the December 1982 issue. | was 
interested in what Mike had to say about 
jackets. 

| did almost exactly what he says needed 

‘ to be done to get a better jacket some years 

ago. 

| used two small punch presses to do the 
job. One to make the cup, and the other to 
finish drawing the jacket. The last operation 
was done with one stroke making three 
draws. The cup was made with a com- 
bination compound die set. The second 
operation was also done on a leader pin and 
bushing die set. 

Just as the extremely knowledgable Mr. 
Walker said should be done, cups are made 
one at a time, from the same punch and die.

| have made these dies in both .224 and 
.243 sizes, and now | am going to sell them, 
in tungsten carbide. They are not a ‘‘shelf’’ 
item by any stretch of the imagination. 

| had acouple of very nice gentlemen from 
China in the shop a couple of years ago, and 
at the end of the discussion, | was asked 
the inevitable question “how 
much?’’. | quoted them what | thought was 
a fair and reasonable figure... . . and right 
about then, one of them commenced to 
make noises as if he were strangling, 
rushed out my door, and was violently ill out 
in front of the shop. | was considerably 
shaken by this, and ever when | later had 
the explanation that the gentleman had 
been fighting an upset stomach all day, and 
it was merely coincidence that the upset 
tummy chose that very moment to get the 
upper hand ..... | am today still very 
reluctant to quote prices without asking the 
person..... “‘how are you feeling today?”’. 

Also, like Mike Walker said, draw sets 
can indeed be made to do the job by hand. 
| did it this way in my first trails, in order to 
begin development of a punch and die set, 
along with the linkage. | had to completely 
rebuild a hand press for this, and while it can 
be done, the whole thing is sort of slow and 
painfull! Probably the main reason that 
custom bullet makers today do not elect to 
make their own jackets.

| have a couple of ideas for questions to 
some interested shooters. For a couple of 
years now | have been curious about the 
workings of the firing pin, firing pin body, 
and mainspring assembly, and the fit and 
finish of the interior of the bolt body. 

| know the majority of the shooters 
seldom, if ever, tinker with the guts of their 
bolt. | do know that a few have done quite 
a bit of work in this area and | would like 
to know more about their results. Stan 
Buchtel has done some work with different 
springs with various amounts of tension. 
Jim Goddard has done some work with 
packing the spring in a lubricating gel similar 
to what the air rifle shooters use on their air 
piston springs to dampen vibration. 

A few months ago | was in Red Cor- 
nelison’s shop while he took a firing pin 
assembly out of a bolt and | was amazed. 
The entire works sparkled like a jewel. The 
spring was brightly polished inside and out. 
The body was polished with no sharp 
corners or burrs. The whole assembly had 
a heavy coat of a thick oily lube. | thought 
about my own dirty, dry, rough assembly 
and realized that here was a better way. | 
went home and got to work. 

| made a little gadget to help me get the 
spring off the firing pin body. | took a 3/8 
dowel and drilled a 3/16 hole through it. | 
cut it to about .580 long and slipped it over 
the firing pin and then screwed the thing 
back into the bolt body. This compressed 
the spring and forced the cocking piece out 
of the shroud far enough to remove the 
cross-pin holding everything together. Then 
simply unscrew the thing and start polishing 
the separate pieces. 

The very next match | shot this gun in 
produced the win that is on the August 
match report. | don’t know how much this 
helped the shooting but it sure didn’t hurt. 
Maybe an open invitation in the magazine 
to anyone that has some information in this 
area would produce a few good letters.

The International Benchrest shooters 
held their Nationals at the Mainville, Pa. 
range on August 16-19, 1984. Generally fair 
weather prevailed and while the attendance 
was down somewhat from previous years, 
it would certainly appear that this was 
pretty much in norm in 1984. . . . just about 
all the good-sized matches were down from 
the shooter-count of 1983. There seems to 
be no solid, easily identifiable reason for this 
. ...the benchrest world in general is rather 
peaceful, without any substantial differ- 
ences of opinion giving way to rip-roaring 
feuds .... that certainly isn’t the answer. 
Whatever the reason, let’s hope that more 
shooters of both organizations return to the 
matches in 1985.

The Pine Tree Rifle Club, at Johnstown, 
New York hosted the last ‘designated 
tournament’’ of the 1984 year on Sep- 
tember 22nd and 23rd. It was designated 
as the “Hugh Johnson Memorial’, in 
memory of their target crew chief, who 
passed away in the last year, after giving 
Pine Tree Club many years of dedicated 
service. On a few occasions the range- 
master started to say ‘‘Start the motor, 
please, Hu...... ” caught himself, and 
corrected to ‘‘Start the motor please, Ken’. 
Those long-time associations are hard to 
break oneself of. 

None the less, in this, the most time- 
hallowed of benchrest matches, the direct 
descendant of the match where it all began, 
the rains stayed away, there was just 
enough of a breeze to keep the shooters 
from becoming complacent, and a mellow 
feeling prevailed. Afterwards, while waiting 
for the results to be tabulated, the shooters 
and their families somehow found them- 
selves in the comfortable, clubby little bar 
of the Pine Tree, had a few small libations, 
and then became sentimental and maudlin 
over the significance of the last big match 
of the year now being behind us. The overall 
sense of depression that descends on the 
Northeastern shooters just before the 
Johnstown award ceremonies in Sep- 
tember is as predictable as the southern 
migration of Canadian geese in the days to 
follow. It really would be thoroughly de- 


pressing .... if many of us did-not know 
that we were going to the Memorial Shoot 
at Dunham’s Bay the following weekend, 
and thus parting histronics were a trifle 
overplayed . . . . but if your sense of history 
is strong, well pull up a handkerchief, and 
have yourself a good fit of emotionalism. 

In the heavy varmint class, where 55 
shooters came to the firing line Tony 
Margelewicz tried for his second agg ‘‘in the 
teens” this summer, and darn near pulled 
it off with a yardage winning .2028 figure. 
Jack Deming showed a flash of the brilliance 
of past years, and his .2062 agg was good 
for second place.

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President’s Message 


The last two years have quickly zipped 
by for me. It is hard to believe it has been 
two years. The time has been very busy and 
for the most part, has been very enjoyable 
and rewarding. The time has endeared 
many as friends and | wish to extend my 
many thanks to all who have helped me 
through these two years. The accom- 
plishments have come very hard and they 
may not be glaringly evident to the average 
shooter or IBS member. | will ramble for a 
few minutes and touch on a few of the 
accomplishments. 

The first area that needs mentioning is 
the Precision Rifleman Point and award 
system. The files and complete tally of 
points are not complete — but after about 
100 hours of effort, they are nearly up to 
date. A file cabinet has been purchased and 
the shoot reports for the IBS now rest in a 
permanent filing system. My many thanks 
go to Donalee Price, Carl & Jeanne Lynn, 
and Faye & Tony Boyer for loaning their 
shoot report files, for filling in our files. The 
Precision Rifleman awards saw a first in 
1983 when the gold and silver level awards 
were finally settled on and past due awards 
were presented. A card file is now in place 
and is nearly current containing a card for 
every shooter who has ever earned any 
PRA points. The system is a logical one but 
will require ongoing time to keep it current. 

The second area of mention is the 
updating of all of the keeper and traveler 
plaques for our championships. The first 
year found us with many people who had 
not received plates for keepers in years 
past. Some of the travelling plaques were 
not current with all engraving. These were 
all updated and in fact, all championship 
winners over the past two years have 
received their engraved plates for keepers 
and travelers within six to eight weeks. In 
the area of awards, the record certificates 
have been professionalized with machine 
printing to replace handwritten entries. 


The third area is one that is important to all 
of us. The idea of the magazine Editor for 
the IBS pages was piloted by Bob White 
and has been made an ongoing office over 
the past two years. This section of the 
magazine keeps our readers current on the 
accomplishments of the IBS shooters as 
well as schedules for our matches. Sure, we 
can all find points of our critique for what 
is done by anyone — but let’s hand it to 
Dave Brennan for the fine overall job he has 
done with the magazine. Believe me folks, 
it has been a lot of personal sacrifice on 
Dave’s part to bring the magazine to its 
current state. 

The final area is one that brings me great 
satisfaction. This area is the development 
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of a five point plan for consolidation with the 
NBRSA. We are on the threshold of a new 
and bright picture for benchrest shooting. 
To effectively make the sport a continuing 
one requires that we join ranks and put the 
infighting in the past. So much for what has 
happened — let’s now look to the future. 
A few reminders are appropriate at this 
time. First, don’t forget to mail your ballot 
to Evelyn Richards by December 28 with 
your vote for President, First Vice President 
and Second Vice President. Second, place 
the winter meeting on your agenda. As 
listed, elsewhere in the IBS pages, you can 
see it planned as a social event as well as 
a business event. An item not shown in the 
ad for the meeting includes a make-up 
demonstration for the ladies. There may 
also be a flower arranging demonstration 
for the ladies. Then at night, we can all let 
our hair down and shake a leg on the 
modern dance floor.

Any would-be 
handicapper, attempting to establish a 
“morning line’ of betting odds for the 
contestants, certainly would have made the 
gentleman’s chances no better than 20 to 
1. While he has been competing in NBRSA 
Matches for eight years now, and is an 
experienced competitor, on the other hand, 
he is quite new to the hunter class ranks, 
having just finished up his rifle this summer, 
and this was only the second hunter class 
match that he has entered. Larry Smart is 
a quiet unassuming local gunsmith of 
excellent reputation. .... and this was his 
first ‘big win’, via his agg winning 495-20x 
score. 

In second place was Bob Seymour, of 
Alaska, via a fourth place at 100 yards, and 
a third place at 200 yards, and a 493-25x 
grand score. Third place went to the 
492-17x score of Weldon Laviollett of 
Louisiana. Fourth place was taken by Paul 
Weller of Alaska, 488-1 8x, and fifth slot was 
filled by Wayne Corley of Missouri, with a 
487-22x.

Francis Broussard, Chairman of the 
measuring committee, notifies us that the 
following new records are now Official:
